The small agricultural village of 
Pickering, distant some twenty- five | 
miles from Toronto, can boast of a 
distinction that is unique in Canada | 
—unique, in fact, in ‘all the British | 
dominions overseas, says The Toronto 


Star Weekly. There are many people 
never seen a) 


in Canada who have 
lord. There are even many who have 
no desire to see one. But Pickering | 
has lately become the abode not mere- 
ly of one- lord, but of two, so favored 
is it—two real, live lords, who have 
come there not to “lord it’ over, but 
to fraternize with, ®e simple, small 
community. Two lords who have ex- 
changed the ermine for the overalls, 
the coronet for the wideawake! One 
of these—the elder—is a lord by court> 
esy merely. “Bit he bears an historio 
name. For the Villierses—Lord Hyde's 
family name is Villiers—have, ere 
now, played prominent parts on the 
British political stage. And he him- 
self occupies the important and digni- 
fied position of Deputy Lieutenant of 
Hertfordshire—of which fair English 
county his father, the Earl of Claren- 


don, is his Majesty’s Lord Lieutenant , 


-—and is a “Justice of Peace in his 
own county simple as he stands”’ 
Pickering. He is, moreover, a first 
cousin of the Earl of Derby and also 
of Lord Ampthill, and is a slightly 
remoter kinsman of the Earl of Lyt- 
ton. But the younger of the two Pick- 
ering lords—Lord Somers—is a full- 
fledged hereditary legislator, and a 
descendant of one of the most famous 
of Lord Chancellors. He is duly en- 
titled both to speak and to vote in 
the House of Lords. However, if, 
when the Home Rule bill reaches that 
bourne whence so many Liberal trav- 
elers, in the shape of contentious bills, 
teturn rejected, his voice or vote is 
required in connection with it, he will 
have to be fetched, like Cincinnatus 
from the plow. But he will probably 
go less willingly. For Lord Hyde told 
the writer that both of them meant to 
put in eighteen months, at all events, 
on their farm at Pickering before they 
went home to England for a holiday. 
It should, perhaps, be mentioned, | 
.for the benefit of those interested in | 
niceties of etiquette, that, although 
Lord Hyde is merely a courtesy peer, | 
while Lord Somers is a Lord of Par- 
liament, yet the former, as the eldest 
son of an earl, has the advantage of 
the latter in the table of social pre- 
cedency.

Thirty Thousand New Canadians. 

The British Government returns of 
emigration during the month of April 
show that over 50,000 people left the 
old country. Of these, nearly 30,000 
came to Canada. 

The chief feature of the returns is 
the large number proceeding from 
Beotland. Taking into consideration 
the difference between the populations 
of Scotland and England; the report 
shows that the emigration rate from 
Scotland is twice as high as from 
England. 

Canadians who have recently arriv- 
ed in London from Palestine and By- 
ria, say that the present unsettled 
state there has started a great tide 
of emigration, Thousands of people 
are ouiigratinig to Canada. The ma- 
ority are young men, who are escap- 
ng from military service, but many 
are traviing with their families.

No doubt there are halt grown boys 
and girls in plenty now. whd have} 
never seen a lightning rod, y: ‘quar- 
ter of a century ago no building was 

considered safe ‘from a bolt of light- |" 
ning unless {t was surmounted by the 
trusted steel point which was expect- 
ed to attract the fluid and convey it 
harmlessly into the earth, 

Public faith ‘in the efficacy of the 
lightning rod was so great that it was 
dificult for thé owner of a building to 
get a fire insurance policy unless he 
first provided a lightning rod as a 
shield from danger from the elements, 
as does the average negro, depend, up- 
on his little bag provided by the hoo- 
doo vender. 

The farmer was the especial easy 
mark selected by the smooth  light- 
ning rod pedlar, for the reason that 
the farmer usually owned his home, 
and besides, being less importuned by 
traveling agents, he was more sus- 
ceptible to their wiles, but in the 
towns and cities no residence was 
considered quite complete until it was 
embellished by*a lightning rod. . 

The pedlar who was on to his job 
would drive up to a progperous ap- 
pearing farm residefice and, equipped 
with e@ small storage battery, would 
proceed to demonstrate to the family 
the awful fate which awaited if the 
home was not protected by a light- 
ning rod. Harrowing tales of the de- 
struction of houses, consuming all the 
earthly possessions of the occupants 
and frequently resulting in the death 
of the entire family, were told so elo- 
quently and pathetically that a tract 
was usually signed without delay and 
the lightning rod man proceeded to 
cover the house and the barn with 
the slender metallic rods, implanting 
the lower end firmly in the earth and 
erecting as many shafts above the 
roof as his conscience would permit, 
with a rooster or an arrow or some 
other ornament surmounting the 
shaft. 

When the buildings had been well 
covered in this way: the pedlar left. on 
his way to persuade others to allow 
him to rod their buildings, and a few 
months later, often, the farmer was 
notified by a bank that he was ex- 
pected to call and pay the amount call- 
ed for in the contract, a sum which 
usually surprised the debtor, but as 
the contract was generally in the na- 
ture of a lien on the buildings the 
owner had no option but to pay the 
bill. =

A RUSSIAN MONASTERY

Army of Men Employed and No Seek- 
er far Work Is Refused 

Tramping to the Holy Land the way 
the Russian pilgrims go I came lately 
to New Athos, the most wonderful 
monastery of the Russian world, rade! 
Athos,.or Novy Afon, as the Russiaz 
call it, is an establishment resembl 
what:the best of English caoneesestil 
must have been prior to 1636. ‘ 


It is in itself, by its example, a de-} 


fence of all monasteries, a place .to 
which students should journey if they 
wish to understand all the possibill- 
ties for good in institutions once con+ 
demned as essentially evil. There 
once more armies of workmen are 
employed every day and building never 
ceases. No one seeking work “is 
ever refused, not even the criminal or 
the passportless tramp. 

There all comers receive the monks’ 
hospitality of bed and board, and worn 
out pilgrims are furnished with clothes 
and money to take them home or to 
take them further on their journey, 
The monks own vast estates, where 
they grow their own corn apd cultt 
vate the vine and the olive. They 
have orange and lemon woods. 

They grind the corn in their mills 
and make their own bread; they press 


the grape and the monastery tables 
tell how generous is the supply of 
wine, In Gogol’s “Dead Souls,” 
among all the humordus accounts of 
decaying States is one serious story 
of a vast property where everything 
was done well.

The act. whieb was introduced into 
the Dominion parliament through 
the efforts of W. L. Scott, a barrister 


at Ottawa, and assented toin July, 


198, extends the principles that have 
been applied to the delinquent and 
neglected child iv Alberta since the 
adoption of the Children’s Protection 
act, passed by the provincial legisla- 
tare. 

The preamble of the Dominion act 
fully sets forth the spirit of remedial. 
legislation in the interest of children, 
as tollows: 

“Itis inexpedient that yonthfual 
offenders should be c'assed or dealt 
with as ordinary criminals; the wel 
fare of the community demanding 
that they should on the contrary, be 
guarded against association with|t 
ime and criminals and should be 


and control as will tend to check 
their evil teudencies and to streng- 
then their better instincts.” 

Disassociatit g the child offender 
from all crimival taint is the primary 
idea throughout the act. The term 
“child’’ applies to.a bey or girl ap: 
parently or actually under the age 
16 years. This designation ‘permits 
those who have authority to enforce 
the act to use their own discretion 
in regard toa ebild witich the parents 
might maintain has reached its six- 
teenth year, but which may obyious 
ly bein need of such protection as 
the law gives, though it applies 
chiefly to ehldren whose exact age 
cannot be determined, 

The law provides for dealing with 
offending children summarily ip 
courts where the proceedings are 
private. It isanlawful for any news- 
paper to publish the name of the 
child or parent or guardian without 
special leave. Courtsto be held where 
adult offenders are being tried and 
the child awaiting trial must nut be 


adults are or may be imprisoned. 

The children’s court may be divest- 
ed of the customary wajesty and 
rigid formality, which usually attend 
the adminstration of justice in the 
tribunals of record. A provision of 
the act, dealing with this point, sa\s; 
“The proceeding may, in the Ciscre 
tion of the judge, be as informal as 
the circumstances will permit,” The 
testimony of a child may be received 
though not given on oath, but such 
evidence, uncorroborated, is not suf- 
ficient to conviet a p:rson. 

Several means are. provided under 
the act forthe child proved tu bea 
juvevile delinquent, but the action 
taken must in every case be that 
which the court believes is for the 
child’s own good and the best inter- 
ests of thecommunity. Tbeoffender 
may be fined, or placed under pro- 
bation either in its own bome or with 
a suitable family, or committee to the 
charge of any duly, organized child~ 
ren’s aid society or the superintendent 
of neglected and dependent children. 

It is also provided that a child 
over the age of 12 years may be com- 
mitted to an industrial school, but it 
shall not be lawful to commit a child 
under 12 years, “unless' and anti)," 
to quote from the act, “an attempt

The average of the 
two amounts gives thirty-eight cords, 
a figure nearly the same as that ob- 
tained by the Canadians. 

As there are 55,000 acres in the 
Turtle Mountain reserve that are ca-
